ers that Kiao Chow has already cost 
Germany nearly $40,000,000, besides 
the immense sums spent on rail- 
ways and mines. All the newspapers 
lament the situation of the unem- 
ployed and call for measures to al- 
leviate the distress which the Vor- 
waerts calls the flood 
of misery 


which is slowly and surely inundat- 
ing the empire.
